Warren K. Moorehead, archeolo- 
‘gist, sal dto members of the Ki- 
wanis Club, at luncheon yesterday, 
that he could not interpret the sen- 
timent of surrounding communities 
toward the preservation of the Ca- 
hokia group of mounds in Madison 
County, IL 
| “We announced last week that we 
would talk on the mounds on Sun- 
day to those sufficiently interested in 
archeology and early history’ to 
make the journey to Monks’ Mound,” 
Moorehead said. “I don’t know 
how may persons can stand on an. 
acre and a half, but that area was 
covered by listeners. My assistant 
counted 437 automobiles which 
stopped at the mound between 2 and 
4:30 p. m. That convinced me that 
people were thoroughly aroused to 
the necessity of action if these an- 
client monuments were to be pre- 
served. But again, other things in- 
dicated a total lack of interest.”

W. La Beaume put himself into the fore- | 
front of communal dramatic art. In | 
this work he is ably supported by one of 
our mainstays in civic affairs, John H. 
Gundlach. 

Under the spell of the presentation of | 
the “Spirit of Missouri” by Mrs. George. 
Gellhorn which rose to classic heights, | 
a vision appeared before my spiritual eye | 
of a higher.task in dramatic art for the 
men and women 6¢ St. Louls who were 
acting on the Coliseum stage. Why 
should we not undertake the production 
of Sophocles’, Aeschylus’ and Euripides’ 
works adapted to the modern stage?

(Items From the Still-at-Home.) 

The Still-at-Home stands for clean business 
methods and the square deal. We have no use 
for the crooks who have broken into the busi- 
ness. These scoundrels would wreck it, as men 
of their ilk wrecked the noble sport of horse 
racing.

ATTORNEYS FOR MRS, BRICKEL 
ASK FOR INSANITY HEARING. 


Action May Result tn Decision Not 
to Try Mother of Mrs. 
Kaber for Murder.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 14.—At- 
torneys for Mrs. Mary Brickel, 69, 
under indictment for first degree 
murder, in connection with the death 
of Dantel Kaber. whose case is set 
for Oct. 31, have applied to the 
County Commissioner for funds to 
employ alienists to examine into the 
woman's sanity.
